GOP Favors Payroll Tax Increase 


Republicans oppose 
president’s plan to 
extend temporary cuts 


Washington 

News flash: Congressional Republi- 
cans want to raise your taxes. 

Impossible, right? GOP lawmak- 
ers are so virulently anti-tax, surely 
they will fight to prevent a payroll 
tax increase on virtually every wage- 
earner starting Jan. 1, right? 

Apparently not. 

Many of the same Republicans 
who fought hammer-and-tong to keep 
the George W. Bush- era income tax 
cuts from expiring on schedule are 
now saying a different “temporary” 
tax cut should end as planned. By 
their own definition, that amounts 
to a tax increase. 

The tax break extension they 
oppose is sought by President Obama. 
Unlike proposed changes in the 
income tax, this policy helps the 46 
percent of all Americans who owe 
no federal income taxes but who pay 
a “payroll tax” on practically every 
dime they earn. 

There are other differences as well, 
and Republicans say their stand is 
consistent with their goal of long-term 
tax policies that will spur employ- 
ment and lend greater certainty to 
the economy.

GOP Candidates Tread Lightly 

Mitt Romney did not flatly rule out an extra year 
for the payroll tax cut, but he “would prefer to see 
the payroll tax cut on the employer side" to spur 
job growth, his campaign said. Newt Gingrich said 
Republicans will fall under Increasing pressure to 
extend the payroll tax cut. If they refuse, he said In 
a recent speech, “we’re going to end up in a posi- 
tion where we’re going to raise taxes on the lowest- 
Income Americans the day they go to work." (ap) 


Between the Lines 

At issue is a tax that the vast ma- 
jority of workers pay, but many don’t 
recognize because they don’t read, or 
don’t understand their pay stubs. Work- 
ers normally pay 6.2 percent of their 
wages toward Social Security. Their 
employer pays an equal amount, for a 
total of 12.4 percent per worker. As part 
of a bipartisan spending deal last De- 
cember, Congress approved President 
Obama’s request to reduce the work- 
ers’ share to 4.2 percent for one year; 
employers’ rate did not change. Obama 
wants Congress to extend the reduction 
for an additional year. If not, the rate will 
return to 6.2 percent on Jan. 1. (ap) 


taxpayers keep more of what they 
earn,” says Rep. Jeb Hensarling, “but 
not all tax relief is created equal for 
the purposes of helping to get the 
economy moving again.” The Texas 
lawmaker is on the House GOP lead- 
ership team. 

The 12-month tax reduction will 
cost the government about $120 bil- 
lion this year, and a similar amount 
next year if it’s renewed. 

The nonpartisan Congressional 
Budget Office says payroll tax reduc- 
tions give the economy a short-term 
boost.

Economy Fears Spiral 


Stock market’s recent 
fall fuels more chatter 
of another recession 

New York 

The stock market is starting to feed 
economic fear, not just reflect it. 

Stocks have fallen four weeks in 
a row. Some on Wall Street worry 
that the resulting blow to confi- 
dence, not to mention 401(k) state- 
ments, has set off a spiral of fear 
that could push prices even lower, 
cause people and businesses to pull 
back and tip the economy into a 
new recession. 

“Fm nervous that fear will lead 
companies to stop hiring and peo- 
ple to stop spending,” says Jim 
Paulsen, chief investment strate- 
gist of Wells Capital Management, 
famous for his usually bullish take 
on the markets. 


Don’t Fret Yet 

With all the high emotion sur- 
rounding stocks, economist 
Joel Naroff cautions investors not 
to read too much into the recent 
swings. He says that stocks have a 
habit of running from one extreme 
to the other, as they did in the spring, 
when he thought they were far too 
high. He thinks stocks may be fairly 
valued now. They reflect an “econo- 
my that is growing but not growing 
at any great pace," he says. “It is not 
in recession." (ap) 


A home sales report last week 
showed that more sales than usual 
fell apart at the last minute, which 
suggests plunging stocks and dis- 
mal economic news gave buyers 
cold feet. 

Beth Ann Bovino, senior econo- 
mist at Standard & Poor’s, says that 


another big plunge in stocks could 
“push us closer to the brink.” 

The Standard & Poor’s 500 stock 
index ended Friday at 1,123.53, 
down 5 percent for the week. The 
average is down 16 percent dur- 
ing the four-week losing streak. 
One reason for the drop is fear that 
another recession, if not certain, is 
more likely now. 

The run of bad economic news 
started last month when the gov- 
ernment said the economy grew 
much more weakly in the first half 
of this year than thought. 

Although unemployment 
remains stubbornly high, at 9.1 per- 
cent, there are signs that the econ- 
omy is still growing. Retail sales 
grew in July at the fastest pace since 
March. Employers added 117,000 
jobs last month — a modest gain, 
but far better than the hundreds of 
thousands of jobs lost each month 
during the Great Recession, (ap)

The study, appearing Monday 
in the journal Pediatrics, is the first 
nationally representative study of 
such injuries. Fewer than 1 per- 
cent of the cases led to deaths, but 
the researchers said the tally likely 
underestimated fatalities because 
not all children who die from their 
injuries are brought to the hospi- 
tal.

Assad Maintains a Steely Stance 



Backstory 

When Bashar Assad inherited power in Syria in 
2000, many saw him as a fresh face who could trans- 
form his father’s stagnant dictatorship into a modern 
State ready to engage with the world. Now, the gov- 
ernment crackdown has extinguished the once-pop- 
ular image of Assad as a reformer, and the unrest has 
forced Assad, now 45, to face the most severe inter- 
national isolation of his family’s 40-year rule, (ap) 


As pressure mounts, 
Syrian leader denies 
threats to his regime 

Beirut 

Syrian President Bashar Assad said 
Sunday his regime was in no dan- 
ger of collapse and warned against 
any foreign military intervention in 
his country as the regime tries to 
crush a 5-month-old uprising. 

In his fourth public appearance 
since the revolt erupted in March, 
Assad insisted that security forc- 
es were making inroads against 
the uprising. 

“It may seem dangerous ... but 
in fact we are able to deal with it,” 
he told state -run TV. It marked 
the first time he has agreed to 
take questions, though the state- 


owned network is a mouthpiece 
for the regime. 

Assad has come under mount- 
ing criticism over the brutal mili- 
tary offensive that has used tanks, 
snipers and gunboats to try to 
crush the uprising. Most recently, 
the United States and its Europe- 
an allies on Thursday demanded 
he step down. Late Saturday, for- 
mer ally Turkey called Syria’s sit- 


uation “unsustainable.” 

Human rights groups and wit- 
nesses accuse Syrian troops of fir- 
ing on largely unarmed protesters 
and say more than 2,000 people 
have been killed. 

In the interview, Assad also 
said he expected a parliamenta- 
ry election to be held in Febru- 
ary 2012, along with a series of 
reforms that would let political 


groups other than his Baath party 
to participate. 

Assad’s remarks were unlike- 
ly to have much resonance with 
Syria’s opposition, which says it 
has lost all confidence in his over- 
tures for reform. 

The interview was similar in 
tone and content to other speech- 
es he gave in the past few months 
in which he tried to portray confi- 
dence, stressing Syrian sovereignty 
and insisting the unrest was being 
driven by a foreign conspiracy. 

On Sunday, Assad also brushed 
off President Obama’s condemna- 
tion, saying it has “no value.” 

He warned against Libya-style 
military intervention, saying there 
will be repercussions should any 
country interfere. There have been 
no serious international plans to 
launch such an operation, (ap)

in September on $500,000 bail 
and returned to the U.S. All three 
deny the charges.

Ahmed al-Sha- 
hat ripped down Israel’s flag, replacing it with 
Egypt’s as thousands of protesters cheered. 
The so-called “flagman" resonates with Egyp- 
tians angered not only by Israel’s killing of five Egyptian policemen on Thurs- 
day, but by Israel’s treatment of Palestinians and their own government’s past 
support of Israel. By late Sunday, the Egyptian flag remained hoisted above 
the Israeli Embassy, which had no immediate comment, (ap) 



Rising Gaza unrest 
threatens to unravel

Gaza militants agreed to a cease- 
fire with Israel to stop spiking vio- 
lence, a Hamas official said Sun- 
day, after a deadly attack on Israelis 
near the Egypt-Israel border set 
off a three-day round of Israe- 
li airstrikes and rocket barrages 
from Gaza. 

The flareup also threatened 
Israel-Egypt relations, after Egypt 
said five of its policemen were 
killed as Israel pursued the mili- 


tants responsible for killing eight 
people Thursday. Egypt complained 
as thousands demonstrated in 
Cairo, and Israel apologized. 

The Hamas official said Sun- 


day that militant groups in Gaza 
agreed that the truce would go 
into effect Sunday evening. Hamas 
would enforce the agreement bro- 
kered by Egypt, the official said. A 


spokesman for Israel’s government 
would not comment. 

Alongside the diplomacy, Israel 
threatened to intensify its attacks if 
the rocket barrages continue. 

Large-scale Israeli military 
operations in Gaza would cre- 
ate new friction with the Muslim 
world at a time when Palestinian 
President Mahmoud Abbas is pre- 
paring to ask the U.N. to recognize 
an independent Palestinian state. 
A major Israeli offensive in Gaza 
could hurt the Jewish state’s efforts 
to minimize world support for the 
Palestinian statehood bid. 

Hamas, backed by Iran, opposes 
both peacemaking with Israel and 
Abbas’ statehood bid. (ap)

As the opposition reaches

Tripoli, Libya 

Euphoric Libyan rebels raced into the capital Trip- 
oli on Sunday and moved close to center with little 
resistance as Moammar Gadhafi’s defenses collapsed 
and his regime appeared to be crumbling fast. 

Associated Press reporters with the rebels said 
they moved easily from the western outskirts into 
the regime stronghold in a dramatic turning of the 
tides in the six-month-old Libyan civil war. A rebel 
leader said the unit in charge of protecting Gadhafi 
and Tripoli had surrendered and joined the revolt, 
allowing the opposition force to move in freely. 

“They will enter Green Square tonight, God will- 
ing,” said Mohammed al-Zawi, a 30 -year-old rebel 
who entered Tripoli. Green Square has been the site 
of night rallies by Gadhafi supporters throughout 
the uprising. 

Earlier in the day, the rebels overran a major 
military base defending the capital, carted away 
truckloads of weapons and raced to Tripoli with 
virtually no resistance. 

Gadhafi’s whereabouts were unknown. But he 
delivered a series of defiant audio messages broad- 
cast on state television. He was not shown in the 


messages. In the latest one, he acknowledged that 
the rebels were moving into Tripoli and warned the 
city would be turned into another Baghdad. 

He called on his supporters to march in the streets 
of the capital and “purify it” from “the rats.” 

The rebels’ surprising and speedy leap forward, 
after six months of largely deadlocked civil war, was 
packed into just a few dramatic hours. In villages 
along the way that fell to the rebels one after anoth- 
er, mosque loudspeakers blared “Allahu Akbar,” 
or “God is great.” By nightfall, they had advanced 
more than 20 miles to Tripoli. 

Thousands of jubilant civilians rushed out of 
their homes to cheer the long convoys of pickup 
trucks packed with rebel fighters. Some of the fight- 
ers were hoarse, shouting: “We are coming for you, 
frizz-head,” a mocking nickname for Gadhafi. 

Once they reached Tripoli, the rebels took con- 
trol of one neighborhood, Ghot Shaal, on the west- 
ern edge of the city. They set up checkpoints as a 
convoy of more than 10 trucks rolled in. 

The rebels moved on to the neighborhood of Gir- 


gash, about a mile and a half from Green Square. 
They said they came under fire from a sniper on a 
rooftop in the neighborhood. 

The uprising against Gadhafi broke out in mid- 
February, and anti-regime protests quickly spread 
across the vast desert nation with only 6 million 
people. A brutal regime crackdown quickly trans- 
formed the protests into an armed rebellion. Reb- 
els seized Libya’s east, setting up an international- 
ly recognized transitional government there, and 
two pockets in the west, the port city of Misrata 
and the Nafusa mountain range. 

Since the start of August, thousands of rebel 
fighters, including many who fled Gadhafi-held 
cities, joined an offensive launched from the moun- 
tains toward the coast. The fighters who had set out 
from the mountains three weeks ago rushed toward 
Tripoli on Sunday, start out at dawn from a village 
just east of the coastal city of Zawiya. Only a day 
earlier had the rebels claimed full control of Zawi- 
ya, an anti-regime stronghold with 200,000 people 
and Libya’s last functioning oil refinery, (ap)

Search the Scriptures 

for Absmute Truth 

Question: For whom did the Lord Jesus die? 

Biblical Answer: "For by one offering he hath perfected for ever 
them that are sanctified" (Heb 10:14). 

Comments: One of the most debated doctrines of the Bible is that of 
the atonement. That is, how the Lord Jesus, His work, mankind and 
sin interrelate. The contention over this doctrine evolves around two 
main questions: 1) the nature of the atonement did the death of the 
Lord merely make possible salvation for man? And, 2) the scope of 
the atonement whose sins are covered by the Lord's sacrifice? 

Actually, the answer to the second question is directly related to how 
one answers the first. After all, if the Lord's death has accomplished 
the mere opening of the way to salvation, then in principle, all of 
mankind's sins must have been covered at the cross, and potentially 
everyone could become saved. 

This, however, is not what the Bible teaches. In the verse quoted 
above, God makes a wonderfully direct statement on the effect of the 
Lord Jesus' work: His offering of Himself did not only enable salvation, 
but actually forever perfected "them that are sanctified." Another 
verse declares that the Lord's sacrifice actually "obtained eternal 
redemption for us" (Heb. 9:12). Yet another verse teaches that the 
Son's death acftya/// "reconciled to God" His enemies (Rom. 5:10). If 
His death so clearly and directly perfects, redeems and reconciles, for 
whom then did Christ die? ONLY those who are perfected, redeemed 
and reconciled, of course. Romans 5:19 calls these beneficiaries of 
His death the "many": "...so by the obedience of one shall [the] many 
be made righteous." 

Indeed, the many (not all). His chosen (Eph. 1:4), His elect (Rom. 
8:33), those whom He predestinated, called, justified and will glorify 
(Rom. 8:30) on the last day, are they, "out of every kindred, and 
tongue, and people, and nation" (Rev. 5:9), whose sins are eternally 
washed away by the blood of the Lamb.

System gets tougher 
on punishing riders 
not paying for a trip 

Washington 

New to the Washington area and 
its notorious commutes, Cheryl 
Rouland was eager to find the eas- 
iest way to get to work in South- 
east Washington after moving to 
Manassas in June. She tried Vir- 
ginia Railway Express. 

While riding the train home 
from L’Enfant Station one day, 
Rouland received a $100 fine for 
fare evasion. She was dumbstruck, 
she said, because she had bought a 
roundtrip ticket that morning. 

Rouland was cited because she 
had failed to validate the after- 
noon portion of her “two-ride” 
ticket, which under state law is 
considered riding the train with- 
out payment. 

“I thought if I bought the two- 
ride it was going to save me a val- 
idation step,” said Rouland, 49, a 
technical writer from Cleveland. 
“I was not sitting on a train try- 
ing to cheat a train system out of 
a ticket.” 

Rouland’s case is part of a crack- 
down on fare evaders on VRE, 
which also is targeting passengers 
who ride the train outside of their 
designated zones or use counter- 
feit tickets, a violation that carries 
a fine of up to $500. 

VRE loses $100,000 to $120,000 
a year to people who cheat the sys- 
tem, said spokesman Mark Roe- 
ber, who added that fares make up 
more than 60 percent of the sys- 
tem’s revenue. 

VRE riders have been required 
to have their tickets stamped with 
the time and date at kiosks since 
the commuter rail service formed 
in 1992. Because riders can open- 
ly board a train, validating tickets 
is the only way to know that they 
have paid for their trip, Roeber said. 
Signs posted at every VRE station 
tell riders to validate their tickets 
before boarding. 


Strict enforcement began soon 
after VRE dropped Amtrak and 
hired Keolis Rail Services Amer- 
ica to operate its trains, Roeber 
said. The number of court cases 
related to validation offenses has 
increased since Keolis took over 
in July 2010. 

Last month, which marked the 
end of the first year of Keolis’ con- 
tract, there were 19,000 riders and 
176 VRE cases, compared with 
16,000 riders and 73 cases under 
Amtrak in July 2009. 

Some Amtrak conductors strict- 
ly enforced the rules, but “toler- 
ance for writing tickets was lower,” 
Roeber said. 

VRE’s “CEO addressed the issue 
numerous times with Amtrak but 
didn’t have the same receptive feed- 
back with Amtrak as we did with 
Keolis,” he added. 

Despite the crackdown, some 
riders continue to get warnings. 


Peter Gillis, 48, was fined in 
June when he forgot to validate 
his 10-trip pass. Since then, he has 
witnessed two other riders get off 
with warnings. 

“That kind of miffed me a lit- 
tle bit,” said Gillis, who lives in 
the Gainesville area. “It’s just like 
a speeding ticket: Sometimes the 
cop will give you a ticket, some- 
times he won’t.” 

Most violators pay their fines 
and move on. And then there are 
riders like Rouland, who is boy- 
cotting VRE. 

This month, Rouland tried 
to challenge her ticket before an 
Alexandria General District Court 
judge. She was found guilty and 
ordered to pay $181, including 
court costs. 

“I just moved here, and they 
sucked away my whole first day’s 
wages,” Rouland said after court.

O’Malley Open to Md. Tax Hikes 


Gov. says increases 
may come to close 
state’s $1B budget gap 

Ocean City, Md. 

Gov. Martin O’Malley said Saturday 
that tax increases could be neces- 
sary next year because Maryland 
faces a $1 billion budget shortfall as 
well as great uncertainty about how 
Congress’ action to reduce the fed- 
eral debt will impact the state. 

Speaking to a conference of 
county leaders, O’Malley, a Dem- 
ocrat, offered no specifics but said 
he will consider a range of “new 
revenues” to help close a project- 


ed budget gap that is likely to grow 
in December after the new biparti- 
san congressional “supercommit- 
tee” completes its work. 

“Any further help from Wash- 
ington, I think you would agree . . . 
that’s pretty doubtful,” O’Malley 
said. 

“In fact, more likely is a lot more 
serious hurt. . . . We will have to 
make more cuts, and at the same 
time, to protect our children’s 
future, we must be open to new 
revenues.” 

O’Malley said he will pursue 
“a balanced approach” to preserve 
investments in education and pro- 
grams that spur job creation, in 
contrast to that of what he called

“the obstructionist, economic sab- 
oteurs in Congress.” 

Talk of a possible tax increase 
brought a swift rebuke from Sen- 


ate Minority Whip E.J. Pipkin, 
R- Queen Anne’s, who was in the 
audience. 

“What planet does he live on?” 
Pipkin asked reporters afterward. 
“We have people who are trying to 
make ends meet. ... I don’t think 
Maryland, by any objective bench- 
mark, is undertaxed.” 

The governor’s speech at the 
closing session of the Maryland 
Association of Counties punc- 
tuated a four-day conference at 
which uncertainty was an under- 
lying theme. 

After his remarks, O’Malley 
declined to discuss which rev- 
enue increases are on the table.

HP, the largest technology com- 
pany in the world by revenue, will 
continue to sell servers and other 
equipment to business customers, 
just as IBM now does. Those busi- 
nesses currently don’t generate as 
much revenue for HP as PCs, but 
they have higher profit margins. 

Apotheker would not say wheth- 
er any jobs will be cut. HP plans 
to take a charge of about $1 billion 
for restructuring and related costs, 
some of which could go for sever- 
ance payments. HP employs more 
than 300,000 people worldwide. 

PCs are HP’s biggest revenue 
generator, but the business is also 
HP’s least profitable, a result of fall- 
ing prices and brutal competition. 
HP’s effort to jettison its PC busi- 
ness is another concession to Apple’s 
increasing dominance, said Shaw 
Wu, an analyst with Sterne Agee. 

“Apple is such a fierce compet- 
itor that HP probably realized it 
was going to have to cut its loss- 
es,” Wu said. “And it makes sense 
to cut your losses sooner than later.”

McNabb’s Sea Change 


Ex-Redskins QB’s 
transition to the 
Vikings has been 
smooth sailing 

Pro Football 

Donovan McNabb is starting over 
with a new team for the second 
time in two years, after experienc- 
ing a virtual lifetime — by NFL 
standards — of stability when he 
spent his first 11 seasons in the 
same city playing for the same 
coach. 

The circumstances of this par- 
ticular career reset couldn’t be 
more unforgiving. Thanks to the 
414-month NFL lockout, McNabb 
is hurrying through the familiar- 
ization process with his new Min- 
nesota Vikings teammates and 
cramming to prepare for a season 
opener next month that will come 
a little more than six weeks after 
the trade that brought him there 
from the Redskins. 

With so much going on, who 
has time for any bitterness? 

“There’s no reason to hold 
a grudge,” McNabb said at the 
Vikings’ training facility after a 
practice last week. “I don’t hold 
grudges. It’s funny that people 
keep on trickling stuff out. Just let 
it go. Move on. And that’s all I’ve 
been doing.” 

A Quick Study 

It has been a whirlwind for McNabb 
since the trade late last month, on 
the heels of the lockout, in which 
the Vikings obtained him from the 
Redskins for a sixth-round draft 
choice next spring and a condition- 
al sixth-rounder in 2013. 

Initially unable to participate in 
the team’s training-camp practices 
in Mankato, Minn., until the sport’s 
new labor deal was fully ratified by 
the players’ union, McNabb first 
participated in workouts at a near-

by high school with wide receivers 
Bernard Berrian, Michael Jenkins 
and Devin Aromashodu.

“We tried to do some things 
that really fit his strengths,” said 
Vikings coach Leslie Frazier, 
who was Philadelphia’s defensive 
backs coach from 1999 to 2002 
— while McNabb was beginning 
his quarterbacking run of taking 
the Eagles to five NFC champi- 
onship games in 11 seasons with 
the team. “Bill Musgrave is a tre- 
mendous offensive mind and he 
knows exactly what we need to 
do. So I think we have a system 
in place that will fit what Dono- 
van does best.” 

A Failed Experiment 

Coach Mike Shanahan and the 
Redskins traded for McNabb in 
April 2010. But Mike and Kyle Sha- 
nahan apparently grew dissatis- 
fied with McNabb’s performance 
in their offensive system last sea- 
son, and McNabb was benched 
in favor of Rex Grossman after 
13 starts for the Redskins. While 
McNabb was in Washington, lit- 
tle to no talk emanated from Red- 
skins Park about tinkering with 
the offense to tailor it to McNabb’s 
strengths. 

McNabb said last week that 
being in the Vikings’ offense “is 
a much different situation” and 
“more of a comfortable situation.” 
He spoke of being around “a coach 
that understands your strengths 
and the strengths of the team and
